You are hereby notified to meet at the town house in said 
town on the second Tuesday of March next at ten o’clock in the 
forenoon to act upon the following stbjects: 

1st. ‘To choose by ballot and major vote a town clerk. 

2d. ‘To choose by ballot and major vote three selectmen. 

3d, To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the support of schools. ; 

4th. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
repairing highways and bridges. 

5th. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
other town charges. 

6th. ‘To choose by major vote a collector of taxes, survey- 
ors of lumber, corders of wood, and such other officers and agents 
as the town may judge necessary to be chosen. 

7th. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
appointing a liquor agent. 

8th. To see if the town will vote to dispense with distrib- 


uting the inventory blanks until the selectmen appraise the prop- 
erty. 


9th. To hear the reports of the agents, auditors, commit- 

tees or officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating 

thereto, and transact any other business that may properly come 
before said meeting.

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SCHOOL REPORT. 





Once again another school year witi its successes and failures 
has completed its course and passed away, never more to return, 
and once again with pleasure the School Board presents the re- 
port on schools. 

For the summer and fall there have been eight schools and ten 
in the winter, 268 weeks in all. Fourteen different teachers have 
been employed and the whole number of different children attend- 
ing school during the past year, has been 200. We have expend- 
ed for school purposes— books and supplies, about $2882, an aver- 
age of about $14.50 for each scholar, a little more than last year, 
but then we have advanced a step and had fourteen more weeks 
of school, this increase has been of great benefit to all concerned 
and this amount, if not more, we hope to have uniformly in the 
future. Great annoyance, to the teacher and Board, is caused 
by irregular attendance of scholars in some of the schools — and 
by tardiness in all— but the average attendance of scholars in 
most of the schools shows well for the school interests of the town; 
illness has affected attendance in some schools more than others, 
still in a few schools scholars have been kept out to work or for 
some other reason. Parents should endeavor to help the teachers 
of their schools by never permitting anything trivial to interfere 
with the constant attendance of their children at school and en- 
deavor to rouse that pride which tends to punctuality. 

We have had little occasion to remind parents of the law re- 
quiting them to send their children to school the required num- 
ber of weeks during the year. A truant officer to attend to this 
matter has been appointed the past year, and has been very ser- 
viceable to the Board. It is now generally understood that there 
is such a law and a notice to those inclined to disregard it, that 
the law would be enforced, if necessary, has proved sufficient. 

It is hoped that before many more years, have rolled over our 
heads that some new school houses may be built in town, as it is 
a fact much to be deplored and regretted, that there are very few 
good school buildings in town. 

We think a good school house is very closely connected with 
and helps to make a good school, and that a poor school house 
exerts an exceedingly bad influence upon the habits of the schol- 
ars and the character of the school. Why should not a school 
house be as attractive as the best house in the neighborhood? 
We think itshould. In looking over the registers we find that 
these 200 children attending school in town, come from as nearly 
as we can compute, 120 different families. How many names of 
these parents are found in the visiting list? Only about twenty- 
three. If the parents would take a little more interest in visiting 
schools and if every parent and citizen would pass a few hours 
each term, in the rooms, in which the teachers and pupils are 
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obliged to spend so many, we would predict, that in the near fu- 
ture, neat and attractive school nouses will be erected in Orford, 
ornaments to the town and profitable investments for its inhabi- 
tants. 

A course of study will be put into the schools the coming year, 
if the patrons of the schools will vote to that effect at the next 
school meeting. We,asa Board wish to thank the teachers and 
pupils for the two school exhibitions, that were holden so credit- 
ably to all concerned, at the close of the winter term, one at Or- 
ford Street, the other at Orfordville. They were instructive, en- 
tertaining and enjoyable, and showed fully that teachers and 
scholars had worked faithfully to produce such praiseworthy re- 
sults. Parents and citizens, we were glad to notice, showed their 
appreciation by taking a kindly interest in, rendering whatever 
assistance possible and attending in large numbers. 

In submitting our report for this year ending Feb. 15, 1898, it 
is with thankfulness that we feel able to say to the taxpayers, 
and more especially to the fathers and mothers, that with one ex- 
ception— that being the fall term of the Grammar school at Or- 
ford street — our schools have been good schools. In the majori- 
ty of the schools one teacher has taught throughout the year to 
the satisfaction of all concerned. Weknow that our schools have 
not only made their customary progress but have improved on itin 
many respects this year, the successes have been many, the fail- 
ures few indeed. Harmony has reigned the whole year, between 
citizens, teachers and School Board. May the good work go on. 

The Visiting Committee in this her last year, wishes to thank 
the patrons, teachers and scholars, for the unvarying kindness 
and politeness she has always received from them, the many 
pleasant associations obtained in this way, will follow her through
